SOPE EYRE. 


THE LEADING ACTRESS OF WALLACK’S AND 
HER ARISTOCRATIC HUSBAND. 


Chauncey R. Winslow Sues for a Divorce— 
Dudedom and the Theatrical Fraternity 
Exercised Over the Separation of the 
Couple—Miss Eyre’s Career—A Prominent 
Philadelphian Involved. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPpAToR. 

NEW YORK, June 17.—The joint world of 
dudedom and the drama is excited by the 
news from San Francisco that Sophie Eyre,the 
leading actress of Wallack’s company, has 
been sued for divorce there by her new hus- 
band. Chauncey R. Winslow was considered 
avery unimpressionable young man by all 
who methim in thiscity. He is oneof the 
sons of A. A. Winslow, Vice-President of the 
First National Bank of Cificinnati, and among 
his friends was known as a genteel thorough- 
bred. He is not much over 30, a faultiess 
dresser, a devotee of the theater, and 
a rapid fellow generally. In Cin- 
cinnati he moved in the first 
society and was well thought of. His fathei a 
few years ago helped to establish him in the 
rubber business at San Franciscd, and in that 
city he soon became commercially successful 
and socially popular. Late in 1883 or early in 
1884 young Winslow took a European trip for 
business purposes. He returned about May of 
the latter year. On the steamer he met for the 
first time the actress known to the English 
stage as Sophie Eyre and fell in love with her, 
as he once admitted, at first sight. She was 
a handsome, deep-chested woman, with a 
beautiful eye, well marked features 


and a generous English foot. She was com- 
ing over, as she thought, to Dl 4 the leading 
yer s roles in Lester Wallack’s company, 

thur Wallack having engaged her in Lon- 
don, after he had seen her act at one ofthe 
leading theaters there. It is said Miss Eyre 
did not immediately respond to Winslow's 
affection. There was a fair reason for this in- 
difference. She was already a widow and her 
first matrimonial venture had brought her 
only unhappiness. Not many months ago she 
tol the writer that her correct 
name was Sophia Ryan and that 
she came into the world in that 
famous little town of Tipperary, Ireland, 
where her father, an army officer, was garri- 
soned. Probably that was dangeriously near 
forty years ago, for the actress is mature in 
her bearing, though her conversation is de- 
lightfully unconventional. It is not difficult to 
imagine that, asagirl, she must have been 
the pride of Tipperary and a friend who knew 
her then says half of the garrison were wild 
about her. She took to amateur theatricals 
and played all sorts of heroines there. Young 
ae she was she was quite successful and soon 
held court over many bright uniforms. Capt. 

Londsdale, a middle-aged Englishman of a 
swell family wore one of these uniforms and

The romance flourished and they were 
married, while the entire barracks wished 
them hap iness. Yet it did not come to them, 
for Capt. Lonsdale was soon ordered to India. 
He took his wife with him and there were no 
more private theatricals at the barracks. In 
India she was a faithful companion for four or 
five years, in fact until be died, when she 
stood at his side and closed his eyes. At once 
she returned to England, not to find consola- 
r husband 's family, 
but to seek her own living as best she could. 
Her early amateur training then became use 
ful to her, for she quickly planned to go upon 
the stage. She went through the usual 
difficulties and began as most English 
actresses do, by getting a chance in the prov- 
inces. In emotional roles she was at once 
highly praised, and in due time she secured 
London notice. In the big city she was com- 
paratively anew comer when Arthur Wallaek 
engaged her for his father’s theater, the un- 
derstanding being that she was to replace Rose 
Coughlan when that actress started on her 
steilartour. It was thus that Miss Eyre and 
Winslow met on the American steamer, and 
when the actress reached here the place she 
had counted on was not quite 9 for her, 
Miss Coughlan not having quit Wallac She 
was offered a good salary, and Lester Wallack 
paid it 1 even though she did not play.

Lonpon, June 17.—The astounding old man 
set forth on his expedition to conquer the 
country this morning amid scenes of en- 
thusiasm almost unparallelled, even in his 
career. He drove, as usual, in an open car- 
riage, accompanied by Mrs. Gladstone, who, 
apparently, never, leaves him fora moment. 
He wore a light tweed suit. As he bowed in 
acknowledgement of the cheers that 
Went up from almost every group he passed 
on the long drive from Downing street to St. 
Pancras Mr. Gladstone looked extremely 
well and seemed in the best of spirits. I learn 
that his voice is in excellent condition. 
Outside of St. Pancras a huge 
crowd assembled and gave him an ova- 
tion. The train inside the station 
was unusually long. His salon was at least a 
hundred yards from the booking office. Every 
foot of space between the two was covered 
with masses of people, excepta narrow lane, 
through which he walked, It was only with 
the greatest difficulty that he made his way. 
Everybody seemed determined to grasp his 
hand. Dozens of ladies pressed forward 
to thrust flowers upon him 
ashe advanced. The people closed behind 
him pressing after him to the very door ot the 
salon carriage.

GLADSTONE’S MIDLOTHIAN CAMPAIGN. 

Mr. Gladstone will start on bis Midlothian 
campaign tour this morning. He has ar- 
ranged to make brief speeches along the way, 
at Leicester, and, if possible, at Skipton, Car- 
lisle, Hawaick and Gulashiels. Upon reaching 
Edinburgh, the Premier will proceed direct to 
his hotel. He will make his appearance be- 
fore the Scotch public in Edinburgh on Friday 
evening, when he will make a great campaign 
speech. Mrs. Gladstone will accompany her 
husband throughout his Midlothian campaign, 
and their son will complete the party. 

GLADSTONE’S ENTHUSIASTIC SEND-OFF. 

Mr. Gladstone started this morning at 11 
o clock on his Scotch campaign. He was ac- 
companied by Mrs. Gladstone. Thousands of 
people congregated at the railway to witness 
his departure. The crowd was simply enor- 
mous. It blocked and delayed the approach 
of the Premier’s carriage. When Mr. Giad- 
stone finally succeeded in reaching the station 
platform he found it packed with people who 
welcomed him with enthusiastic cheering. At 
last he reached his seat in the special 
coach assigned for his conveyance, 
The window at his seat was 
open. wien the crowd saw him through 
the window it set up another cheer, which was 
repeated several times. The people appeared 
desirous of having the Premier address them 
with some parting words before going away on 
his arduous errand. He arose and spoke from 
the coach window. He thanked the people 
for the honor of their ‘‘extraordinary demon- 
stration.’’ Headjured them to allow nothing 
to hide from them the ‘‘bare question of the 
hour.“ 

Attempts have been made, the venerable 
orator exclaimed, and will be made to divert 
your attention from the real question at issue. 
This question is solely whether Ireland shall 
be trusted to manage her own affairs. Those 
who deny Ireland this right admit that 
Canada and the other British colonies enjoy 
such rights. Are weto trust our fellow sub- 
jects in Ireland and govern by love, or are we 
to adopt the policy of the Government’s ene- 
mies and introduce into Ireland government 
by force?’’ Mr. Gladstone then bade his hear- 
ers good-by andthe train movedaway. En- 
thusiastic and prolonged cheering accom- 
panied its departure, and hundreds of people 
waving handkerchiefs and hats and God- 
speeding the Premier ran along the platform 
beside his coach until the train outsped them. 

FLATTERING HARTINGTON, 

The Standard pronounces Lord Hartington’s 
manifesto astraightforward and courageous 
statement. The most significant passage of it, 
the paper says,is reserved for the last, and 
refers to the Parnellite obstruction in Parlia- 
ment as rebellion. ‘‘This,’’ says the Standard, 
‘tis the first time that a leading statesman has 
had the moral courage to suggest publicly 
what thousands have been thinking in private. 
It will serve to remind Englishmen that if they 
do not wish to be at the mercy of Parnell they 
have the remedy in their own hands. 

CAINE’S MANIFESTO. 

Mr. Caine, Liberal, has issued a manifesto 
to his constituents. He says it is an easy 
matter to draft an alternative to Mr. Glad- 
stone's home rule scheme, which would give 
Ireland wide self-government and at the same 
time leave the Imperial Parliamentintact. He 
declares that he will oppose any scheme to 
buy out Irish landlords with English money. 

O CONNOR'S CIRCULAR. 

A cireular signed by Thomas Power O' Con- 
nor, M. P., has been issued to 400 branches of 
the Irish National League in Great Britain. It 
orders the formation of election committees 
and other preparations for the coming strug- 
gle, and says that explicit instructions to cor- 
dially and energetically support Gladstonian 
Liberals will be forwarded later.

@- USTOMS PORTS IN THE NORTHWEST. 

OTTAWA, Out., June 17.—The Dominion Gov- 
ernment has commenced the organization of 
reguiar customs ports in the Northwest ter- 
ritories on a basis similar to that which ex- 
ists in the Eastern provinces.

A full-rigged ship occupies the 
foreground, while sloopa and sailing vessels 
are ranged on either side, and asmall boat to 
the right, in which three seamen are handling 
the oars, gives life to the scene.

_, VONCORD, N. H., June 17.—The statue of 
Daniel Webster, presented to the State by Mr. 
Pierce Cheney of Boston, was dedi- 

cated to-day with imposing civic and military 
ceremonies. The statue has been erected in 
the State House Park, about one hundred 
yards east of the Capitol. The pedestal is of 
the finest Concord granite, and was designed 
by Thomas Bell, who also executed the model 
of the statue at Florence, Italy, the casting 
being made at Munich. It is eight feet high 
and weighs 2,000 pounds. Webster wears an 
@ld-style dress suit, his ample coat being 
‘closed around him by the two central buttons, 
and its large, rolling collar discloses a plain 
‘ghirt-front. The bottom of the vest is shown 
below the coat and the trousers are full and 
flowing. The neek is encircled by a broad, 
turned down collar. The arms are at the 
sides, the thumb and index finger of the right 
hand being opén with the remaining fingers, 
partly closed, while the left hand holds a partly 
opened manuscript. The head represents 
ebster in his later years and is said to be re- 
markably life-like. The figure stands on a 
light bronze base, 32x30 inches in size, and fn

THE PRESENTATION. 

Mr. Benjamin Pierce Cheney, in presenting 
the statue to the State, addressed Gov. Cur- 
rier as follows: 

‘*YourR EXCELLENCY—I am happy at the 
fulfillment of an intention which 
Ihave long cherished, of presenting to my 
native State a statue of Daniei Webster. I 
trust that it may be received by you in behalf 
ofthe people whose political rights are en- 
trusted to your care us an appropriate trib- 
ute to the memory of a son of New Hampshire, 
who as a patriot was unexcelled, as an 
orator anda statesman was without a peer. I 
now deliver to your Excellency the convey- 
ance of the statue to the State executed by the 
trustees having the matter in charge.’’ 

GOV. CURRIER’S REPLY, 

Gov. Currier then, in a brief speech, ac- 
cepted the statue on behalf of the State, and, 
in the course of his remarks, said: ‘‘As the 
omcial representative of our State, I accept 
this memorial statue, representing the out- 
ward form and feature of one whom we have 
always been proud to call our own, one whom 
our people have ever been delighted to honor, 
one whose eloguence and statesmanship have 
given fame and giory to our State. This won- 
derful creation of art now stands 
unveiled before us, 80 noble, 80 
majestic, 80 lifelike, that these iron 
limbs almost seem to move, these brazen lips 
to utter forth such words of fire and patriot- 
ism as courts and Senates have listened to 
with wonder and admiration. And now, Mr. 
President, in the name of all the people of 
New Hampshire, I wish to thank the generous 
donor for this great and noble gift to our 
State, to our Nation and the world“

Wheat—The cool wave that arrived last 
night assured settled weather and fears ofa 
continuance of rain passed away. Advices from 
all over the winter and spring wheat sextion in- 
dicated a general clearing off. This killed 
the hopes of the few who have looked for 
damage to the crop from too much wet 
weather and took away one of the few props 
to the market. That Chicago had about thrown 
up this wet sponge was shown by an utter 
absence of any such reports coming from that 
point. Our own reports were still ine | fa- 
vorable. King of Toledo wire Fath-Ewald that 
in answer to 3,000 inquiries, reports had been 
received indicating a very favorable 
average and improving conditions. Bunches 
of finely headed out wheat were plentiful on 
the floorand statements of immense yields 
were numerous. Out in Central Mis- 
souri a pield of 50 bushels to 
the acre was claimed for some 
fields. With the exception of 6d decline in 
cargoes of winter and spring, reported by 
Beerbohm, the public cables were but copies 
of several r days, noting dull 
market an not much doing. 
Private English cables reported 
asmall business. Most of the foreign advices 
were favorable. Late cables to-day report 
favorable weather in England. A gentleman 
from Bristol, England, was in Chicago lately, 
and states the wheat harvest of the United 
Kingdom is turning out much better 
than was expected up to a short time 
ago. Thecrop will be not far from 11,000,000 
quarters, instead of the 9,000,000 promised by 
the statisticians earlierin the seasun. Liver- 
pool states that it is diflicult to get reliable 
reports on the French wheat crop, but 
it is generall expected the crop will 
be a fair one. eerbohm, under date of June 
4 states that the shipments of wheat from St. 
Petersburg remain on a scale only one- 
half of those of the previous two 
years, and from the Southern ports 
the outwhrd movement is still restricted. 
Odessa advices May 27 state that the drought 
was being complained of, and rain was much 
wanted. In some of the provinces the dam- 
age to the autumn-sown wheat proves 
to be more serious than expected, 
and to be in fact irreparable. The 
stock of wheat at Odessa was very 
small, and nearly all of it was in more or less 
defective condition. The amount on passage 
to Europe snows a decrease of 200,000 bu. The 
markets of this country were sick unto death, 
or at any rate the bulls were, and these hapless 
animals didnot have nerve enoughto even 
make a blu at sustaining the market.

A FORGOTTEN DAY. 

The anniversary of the battle of Bunker 
Hill is not as fresh in the memory of 
Americans as it formerly was, The civil 
war and its results temporarily suspended 
adue commemoration*of Revolutionary 
events; but with arestored Union anda 
tranquil prosperity the patriotic legend of 
the Revolution is regaining its place in the 
minds and affections of the people. The 
battle of Bunker Hill deserves a conspic- 
uous place among the events of the Colo- 
nial struggle for independence. One of 
the first battles of the war, it revealed the 
firmness and valor of the American sol- 
diery and awakened substantial hopes for 
the success which finally crowned the 
efforts of the struggling patriots, 

— ͤ —— — — 
THE MARINE LEAGUE, 

One of the complications of the fishery 
muddle is the claim of the Canadians that 
the line stopping territorial jurisdiction at 
three miles from a coast is drawn from 
headland to headland and does not follow 
the indentations of the coast. As a proof 
that Great Britain will not sustain this 
claim, the Gloucester fishermen cite her 
protest against a similar claim set up by 
the Argentine Republic with reference to 
the estuary of the Rio de la Plata. Onthe 
other hand, the United States Govern- 
ment, on account of the great indenta- 
tious of our own coast, has taught Canada 
the very doctrine she is now preaching, 
and is even more interested than Canada 
is in maintaining it. 

The generally accepted principle of in- 
ternational law is that the seaward limit 
of territorial jurisdiction, three miles from 
the coast, must be drawn from not very 
remote headlands, so as to include har- 
bors, straits, .etc., the control of which 
is necessary to the enforcement of reve- 
nue laws and to the protection of com- 
merce on a neutral coast from the opera- 
tions of belligerents at sea. Such control 
is conceded as incident to the oceupation of 
the coast. But there is no absolute rule as 
to the remoteness of the headlands which 
may govern the location of the marine 
league line so as to bring all included 
waters under the local jurisdiction. The 
reason of the law seems to require that 
the headlands be near enough that ves- 
sels may see when they are passing within 
the line and subjecting themselves to local 
law. More is not necessary for national 
self-defense and would obstruct the 
freedom of the sea, which it is the policy 
of public law to keep open to the common 
use of all nationalities. 

On this ground England, we believe, 
has generally protested against drawing 
the line across broad estuaries from head- 
lands so remote that both could not be 
seen at once from a ship midway between 
them, and our Government will hardly 
contend tor a still closer restriction of 
local jurisdiction. The rule which the 
Gloucester fishermen would apply to the 
sinuosities of the Canadian coast we can- 
not afford to submit to as applied to our 
own coast, 

— = — — 
LoGan’s letter to PATRICK ForD dealing 


with the Irish question furnished a sort of 
key to the Senator’s petulant and ill- 
humored remarks about the magnetic 
Maine statesman. Mr. BLAINE has made 
a masterly bid for Irish sympathy, and 
his adroitness has not been without suc- 
cess. There was nothing secret about this 
game, and as it progressed it became 
evident that the Blaine boom needed 
watching by those who were nursing 
booms of their own. It is quite well 
understood that Senator LOGAN wants to 
be President, and he thought it necessary 
to procure if possible a reserve of Irish 
supporters to offset the Irish contingent 
that may have been enlisted in the 
Blaine cause. The result is a Loganic 
blast commending the principle of home 
rule and severely condemning the tradi- 
tional policy of England. Thus is pre- 
sented the interesting spectacle of two 
eminent Republican aspirants contending 
for the biggest share of lrish support by 
issuing rival proclamations overflowing 
with love and tenderness for Ireland and 
indignant censure of England. As the 
mighty champions, O’BLAINE and O’Lo- 
GAN, proceed with the match game, the 
people survey the scene from afar and 
blandly smile.

IN former generations justice was de- 


nied to Ireland on the ground that she 
was under French influence. Now her 
alleged disloyalty is imputed to American 
influence, and Lord IpDESLEIGH contends 
that Irish local self-government would be 
exercised under American influence and 
would, therefore, mean separation. He 
does not see, as GLADSTONE does, that 
arming Irish influence with the rights and 
powers of local self-government is the 
best safeguard against any foreign influ- 
ence whatever. So long as an unwise and 
malevolent British domination in Irish 
local affairs makes the very name of En- 
land hateful to nine-tenths of the Irish, and 
‘‘the reconquest of Ireland” is avowedly 
the stereotyped policy of that domina- 
tion, the hearts of her people will, of 
course, warm to every touch of foreign 
sympathy. But let her be indebted for 
local freedom and self-legislation to Brit- 
ish benevolence and justice, and the 
whole feeling of her people will be 
changed. Patriatism will then no lenger 


be irreponoileable with loyalty to the em- 
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pire, and Ireland will then no langer be : 


compelled to look abroad for the sympathy 
and the soothing recognition that have 
been so long denied to her by her own 
Government.

From the Meteorological Bulletin. 

In the villiage of Meyrin (canton of Geneva) 
some disused wells have been hermetically 
sealed to serve as barometers tothe people. 
An orifice of about an inch in diameteris made 
in the cover of the well, by which the internal 
air is put in communication with the external. 
When the air pressure outside diminishes 
upon the approach of astorm the air ia the 
wellescapes and blowsa whistle in connec- 
tion with the orifice, andin this way notice of 
a storm'sapproach is givento the inhabitants. 
If, on the contrary, the pressure increases, a 
different sound is produced by the entry of 
the airinto the well, and the probability of 
fine weather is announced.

they lay on their pillows. It was the first 
thought of the morning and it sent the warm 
blood coursing and leaping through the veins; 
it gave a more brilliant hue to the glories of 
the purple dawn, and made the bright sum- 
mer day the brightest and sweetest of the 
year to 80,000 sparkling eyes. 

To some in the flush of young manhood and 
young womanhood it was the dawn of a new 
life, the entrance into the world with its 
realities of work and struggle and with its 
fruition of hopes, of aspirations, ambitions 
and dreams of boyhood and girlhood. It was 
the realization of a day long looked for. To 
these, school days belonged to the past and 
the perspective of their mental vision reached 
through the long road that has no turn- 
ing, by shady nooks, pleasant valleys, over 
rugged steeps and by rippling brooks and 
stormy streams with havens of rest, bowers of 
love, peaks of accomplishment, or perchance 
even gulfs of despair scattered along it until 
the end ofall. To others it brought no more 
serious thought than the anticipation of long, 
happy days with bright mornings, lovely 
evenings and moonlight nights, with tramps 
through clover flelds and wooded stretches, 
rowing and fishing and picnicking 
and bathing in sea and lake and stream. Base 
ball, pienic parties, lawn tennis, novel read- 
ing and no work were mingled together in an 
entrancing melange of amusement. 

To still younger heads it wasthe dawn ofa 
long day made glorious by an unending de- 
votion to kites, marbles, tops and toy 
pistols. It was the last day of school, 
with all that this means to graduates, 


middle classes and primary youngsters. 
Hearts never beat higher and spirits were 
never lighter than in the 40,000 or so children 
who tripped to the publie school houses this 
morning with laughter and chat and crowded 
into the rooms to take their seats for the last 
time. Work and restraint were over and 
play was to begin. It was worth ten 
years to the Hfe of the man or 
woman worn by toil and care to catch a 
limpse of the merry throngs and imbibe a few 
nspirations of the atmosphere of careless joy 
that surrounded them. The teachers,to whom 
the rest was fully as pleasant, caught the spirit 
and the wrinkles of responsibility and the 
sternness of authority were brushed aside by 
smiles and good nature. 

There was no work to-day, but the mode of 
observing the close of the school year was 
varied in different schools. In some there 
were programmes of reading, recitation and 
music, with the distribution of prizes and the 
usual commencement exercises. In others 
the pupils were given a holiday and were 
given picnics by their teachers to the 
parks and groves of the suburbs. These 
picnic parties on wagons and street cars made 
the air merry with their shouts and laughter. 
It was a gala day for the younger portion of 
St. Louis, and old and young alike were effected 
by it.

Bishop O'Connor is another descendent of 
the Emerald Isle, having been born at Queens- 
town in 1834.

4 years of age, and in 1843 entered the 
College of the Propaganda, Rome. 
He labored successively in Pittsburg, Phila- 
delphia and Hohmsburg, and in 1876 was made 
Viear Apostolic of Nebraskaand Bishop of 
Debona. 

Bishop Fink Is a native of Bavaria. He was 
born at Triftersberg in 1834, and was educated 
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Bishop 


at Ratisbon, coming to America in 1852. He 
joined the Benedictine order at St. Vin- 
cents, Pa., where he finished his studies 


and was ordained in 1857. He was consecrated 
Coadjutor Bishop to the Vicar Apostolic of the 
Territory east of the Rocky Mountains, and in 
1877 was transferred to the newly created See 
of Leavenworth.

Oppressively hot and threatening weather 
again operated unfavorably and the attendance 
at the Fair Grounds Track was not large yes- 
terday. Infact, the middle of June is too late 
for successful racing at St. Louis. The weath- 
er as a general thing is too warm to be com- 
fortable and the St. Louis Fair Horse Depart- 
ment should endeavor to have their meeting 
come off earlier in the season. The old 
Jockey Club had their races to follow imme- 
diately after the Louisville meeting; but it ap- 
pears that Latonia has slipped in and 
taken the old club’s dates. This is 
all wrong and Latonia should be expostulated 
with in a mild but firm manner 
and induced to follow after St. Louis. The 
Fair Grounds Horse Department is too big an 
institution and gives too much money to have 
her race meeting thrown into a season of the 
year when itis entirely too warm to make out- 
door sports popular, let them be ever so at- 
tractive. Thesports yesterday were marred 
by a heavy wind and rain storm, which looked 
at one time as if it was going to be a repetition 


of the storm of last year. The 
blow, however, only lasted a few minutes 
and did no damage. A few of the lady 


occupantsofr the grand stand were frightened 
by the flapping of the awnings on the southern 
partof the stand, but soon regained their 
composure and enjoyed the sports dished up 
for them by the club. 

YESTERDAY'S EVENTS. 

The first race on the card was one and an 
eight mile, in which the entries and betting 
was as follows: John Sullivan, $25; Manitou, 
$71; Lisland, $10; Jim Nave and King George, 
$9 each. They were sent off to a good 
start, Jim Nave taking the lead at 
the send off and retaining it to the end, Lis- 
land keeping him company the entire route 
and only being beaten out by ashort head, 
Manitou third. Time,2:04. The race proved a 
very unsatisfactory one to the backers of the 
favorite, as he was looked upon as almost a 
sure winner, but he was never in the race. 

The second race was one mile and a quarter, 
with penalties and allowances, the starters 
and betting in which were May Lady, $125; 
Buchanan, $65; Grimaldi, $25; Effie H., $16, and 
Lady Winfrey, 8. They got the wordtoa 


very pretty start, the favorite 
going to the front and setting 
the pace, with Buchanan and Grimaldi 


running head and head close up, while Effie 
H. and Lady Winfrey were trailing in the rear. 
The positions remained unchanged until the 
stable turn was reached, when Grimaldi shook 
loose from Buchanan and went for the leader.

THE BOOK-MAKERS, 


The Peculiar Methods They Employ to In- 
duce Their Patrons to Bet. 


The book-maker is a queer kind of a person. 
That is to say, he is queer in his capacity asa 
book-maker. As a human being heis much 
the same as his fellows, with the exception, 
perhaps, that the protuberance which the 
phrenologist would say should properly indi- 
cate generosity and liberality is marked bya 
depression. If the records do not lie, and it is 
quite safe to presume that they do not, 


there does not exist a single instance when a 
book-maker was known to have the slightest 
regard forthe feelings of his patrons. To be 
more particular, there isn’t a case on record 
where one of the genus was ever known to 

ve odds the other way. Between the 

ook-maker and the better there is a positive 
antipathy. Not that the two cannot be the 
best friends in the world, personally, but from 
a speculative point of view, they are like the 
positive and negative poles;they work well 
enough together under certain conditions, but 
when these conditions are destroyed the har- 
mony is all gone. 

The same logic that applies to the book- 
makers in general applies as well to the book- 
makers out at the Fair Grounds track who 
work ruin in the finances of those gentlemen 
sports who have a predilection for long 


odds. Of the twenty-six book-makers 
there engaged, there are sev 
ho utilize somewhat forcible methods 
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to invest his money in the various risks 


by-three Po yt of pasteboard with a double 
column of figures scrawled thereon, the more 
confidence such a man will have in depositing 
the aforesaid wealth and torturing himself for 
a pene hour or more while waiting for the re- 
sult. 

The book-makers, no doubt, have learned 
these little tricks of their t from a 
long experience on the turf and a study of 
the weaknesses of the petting character. The 
man who does the — at the stand ot 
Messrs. Cheppu & Co. of New York is par- 
ticularly fond of throwing a good, large quan- 
tity of laryngial force into his invitations to 
walk up and blow em! accompanied by cas- 
ual and freely expressed remarks thrown out 
to intimidate his hearers. For instance, when 
business is slow, he rests one Of his hands on 
the counter, gesticulates wildly with the other 
and cries or yells out rather something after 
this fashion: 

“‘A-w-w-w! Come on and bet. What are 

ou afraid of? Five to one that Hassan Abdal.- 
ah won't win. 

Nobody Ir to be favorably impressed 
with Hassan’s abilities as a winner, he'Il curl 
up hislip inasmile of scorn and in a harsh 
gutteral will make another suggestion. . 

‘*T-w-w-o0-o00 to wan he won't get a place! 
Five and two to one he won't run one-two,’’ 

If you squeeze yourself down a little farther 
in the stand, elbowing your way through the 
sweltering and swearing humanity, you'll see 
Cole Ullman, whose voice can be heard halt 
way up the grand stand, his fish-horn tones 
forming themselves into an emphatic impera- 
tive after this fashion: 

Come on and bet: Come on and bet! Come 
and bet!’’ This is shot out as rapidly as the 
labial work requisite will allow. 

Even money on the Cocktail fora place! 
Twenty to one on the Confederate - Spy! 
What?’’—the last word to some friend who 
asks for fifty to one on the candidate with the 
warlike name— Well, you can’t do it here. 
E-e-e-even money, etc. 

It you suffer for another ten minutes, and 
flatten yourself until hou arrive at the stand 
where Oliver Wiseman holds out, such gentle 
invitations as these will greet your ears: 

„Come ahead, boys; come ahead, come 
ahead. The short horse often gets there.“ 

This friendly tip is a= to immediate by- 
standers, and then Oliver will open up his 
voice to its fullest volume for the benefit of 
everybody else, and the trainers inthe pad- 
dock can hear a coarse sound resembling: 

l bet three to one that Prosody won't be 
first, and even money that she can't get 
1 E 

Then somebody will shut off the flow by tak- 
ing something. 

ngford treats the betters with an ineffable 
contempt—that is, while he is yelling: 
„What s your choice? Who’ll win this race? 
Where’s your money?’’ and like exclamatory 
interrogatives. 

Argo & Harkins’ man has a patent on the 
expression ‘‘Whatare you goan’ to back?’’ 
while 9 confines himself to the enun- 
ciation of his figures. 

Kenney & Co. have a man whose voice is 
growing rusty from repeated exhortations, 
such as: Bet on something;’’ Play your 
horse now; Come on, and others. 

Enwright, Keyes & Co., Leo Swatts, Quinn & 
Sheppard, James Palmer and the rest of them 
have their oon peculiar methods, but their 
language would beruled out as villainously 
uncivil in any place except a betting stand on 
a race course.

MAXWELL ON THE PACIFIC. 


A Fellow-Voyager to Auckland Describes His 
Actions on the City of Sidney. 


New YORK, June 17.—A special cable dis- 
patch to the WORLD, dated London, June 16, 
Das the following: I have seen a private letter 
from Dublin, in which an Irishman, who was 
a fellow-passenger with Maxwell from San 
Francisco to Auckland, gives interesting im- 
pressions of the murderer. 

He writes: ‘‘Maxwell sat in the City of Sid- 


ney apparently as unconcerned as the most 
innocent. I formed the acquaintance of Max- 
well very weg “ Of course no one on board 
had heard of the murder. Maxwell intro- 
duced himself as a French officer of the 
guard, calling himself D’Auyuier. He gave 
A vivid account of his adventures during the 
Franco-Prussian war, especially at the battle 
of Gravelotte, where he said he was wounded. 
Asa conversationalist he was extremely in- 
teresting. He was always the centerof a group 
of passengers —— to discuss every topic from 
theology to war. His manner was that of a 
Frenchman, bright and quick. He seemed to 
sess considerable mechanical ability, hav- 
g in his pocket all kinds of implements. He 
spoke more of England than of France. He 
often referred to excursions he had made on 
the coast of North Wales. In two 
interviews with Sir Watkin Williams Wynn 
and other notable personages he kept his as- 
sumed character as a Frenchman all the time. 
He always spoke in broken English even when 
in the middie of a heated argument. His views 
of heaven were very free. @ gave much of- 
fense toalot of Baptists and Presbyterians 
from Canada. Twg members of the Salvation 
Army attacked hint with their tracts. He re- 
plied by offering them some of Voltaire’s 
works. He was rather free with his money 
and bought a lot of curiosities at Honolulu.

By Appearance in Court to. Her Husband’s
